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School Report 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Yo the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Buxton: 


The annual report is herewith submitted: 


Today while we are organizing for defense, education is 
regarded as a matter of First Importance. In a Democracy 
Education is one of the First Essentials. This is true today - 
and will be true in reconstruction at a later date. With im- 
proved facilities in Vocational Education there will be 
greater and more efficient production of defense materials. 
It is evident that greater emphasis will be placed on funda- 
mental subject matter. Certain fundamentals in Science and 
Mathematics will be required. Subjects that have little of 
practical value will tend to be dropped from the course of 
study. More vocational subject matter will be found in 
place of these courses. It is recognized that some technical 
training is required not only in preparation for trades and 
engineering vocations but also in preparation for farming 
and even in home making if we are to progress in the eco- 
nomic and civic life of the nation. All of our diversified in- 
dustries need a greater application of scientific research and 
a larger personnel of trained workers. 

Greater emphasis will be placed on the teaching of history’ 
and the meaning of Democracy. And along with the teach- 
ing of the Constitution there will be taught the duties and 
responsibility that go with the privileges of citizenship. 
Such education will act as a Defense measure that will pro- 
tect against subversive activities. 


Increased Costs In Education — 


We are confronted with increased costs in all lines of our 
educational program. In making appropriations it is neces- 
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sary to take into consideration the increased costs of fuel; 
conveyance; and textbooks and supplies; and in repairs the 
higher costs and increased difficulty in securing materials. 


There is an increasing shortage of teachers with the tend- 
ency of many teachers to go into other fields where better 
salaries are paid. Many teachers of ability have been lost 
from the teaching profession. Such a situation has resulted 
in an increase in salaries in some communities. These in- 
creases have not been large. The fact that teachers are paid 
lower salaries than those paid in many other lines of work 
does not mean that the work of the teacher is underrated. 
It is due to the fact that the teacher is paid largely out of 
funds raised by local taxation and to a large extent from a 
property tax. There is a possibility that schools in the fu- 
ture may be largely subsidized by State and Federal aid. 
Such aid would result in a greatly improved situation with 
respect to salaries. 


Health Work 


In these days the significance of healthy bodies and alert 
minds to the life of the nation cannot be over estimated. The 
Health slogan is, “The health of the pupil is the strength of the 
nation.”” In the past health education has depended on group 
instruction and has not made provisions for detection of defects 
and remedial treatment. The physical examinations which are 
now given in the school clinic make possible accurate and 
early diagnosis and early treatment. 


High School Cafeteria 


The plan of serving hot lunches in the high school has worked 
out in a very satisfactory manner. About 50 lunches are served 
each day and surplus commodities have helped to cut down the 
costs. A partition and shelves were put up in one end of the 
laboratory. Phil-gas was used as a fuel and some dishes and 
cooking utensils were purchased. The cost for labor, equipment 
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and materials was comparatively small when viewed with the 
benefit that comes from hot lunches to the students. 

It is hoped that at some future time it will be possible to have 
a course in home economics in the High School. Home Eco- 
nomics is regarded as a defense measure of the utmost 1m- 
portance. It is recognized that nutrition is the basis of physical 
fitness. It we are to build a strong and efficient nation diet must 
have first place in the home and in school. To disregard our 
dietetic needs is to retard seriously the progress of the nation. 
Home Economics as a subject includes the fundamental needs 
of life itself, namely: Nutrition and correct standards of living, 
suitable and economic clothing, wise saving and spending, prac- 
tical organization of home life for the world of today. 

Phil-gas, which has been provided for the laboratory, is a 
great improvement over:alcohol lamps. Now a fuel which pro- 
vides a quick heat is available so that the efficiency of individual! 
work is greatly increased. It is possible to bend glass and con- 
struct apparatus for experiments that otherwise would be 
impossible. 


High School Library 


The teachers have worked out a plan which makes the books 
more readily available to the pupils. This year a New Reference 
set “The World Book” in 18 volumes was purchased. This 
reference set will be very useful in supplementing the Science 
and Social Science Courses. The school is well supplied with 
books and magazines, which should keep our pupils well in- 
formed on the contemporary events in the world. | 

We appreciate the fact that we have excellent working equip- 
ment in our schools; the mimeograph and filing cabinet for pre- 
serving our records and recently the purchase of a new Royal 
Typewriter. Such equipment greatly improves the efficiency of 
the work in the school. | 

We were fortunate in being able to keep our excellent teach- 
ing force in the high school and add a fourth teacher this year. 
A high standard of work is being accomplished even with the 
large increase in enrollment. It is hoped that eventually courses. 
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can be given which will take care of our needs for vocational 
training. We realize that present conditions make any large 
scale building program impossible. 

“We. have appreciated the continued support of our schools 
which makes possible our excellent teaching force and the ex- 
cellent equipment in our schools.

Report of Public Health Nursing, 1941 


During the year visits were made by the State Bureau of 
Health Nursing Service to prospective mothers to help 
them carry out the physician’s orders and plan for delivery, 
or if not yet under medical care to urge them to see their 
physician as soon as possible. 

Visits were made to mothers within a few weeks after 
delivery to help them adjust themselves to the added re- 
sponsibility of the care of an infant. 

Visits were made to infants under one year of age to 
urge the mothers to keep the baby under medical super- 
vision, to urge immunization and stress importance of pre- 
vention of communicable disease and when necessary to 
help the mother plan a daily schedule for the baby. 

Visits were made to preschool children to urge correction 
of any physical defects, to urge immunization if not already 
done, and to help the mother provide a happy home environ- 
ment for the child. 

With the cooperation of the local Farm Bureau a Child 
Health Conference was held in June with eight children 
examined by the physician. Five children were found to 
have defects, these have since been corrected. 

Eight follow-up visits have been made to children who 
have attended the Crippled Children’s Clinic sponsored by 
the Bureau of Health. 

The nursing service offered can best be given by having 
a local committee who can assist the nurse with her pro- 


gram. It is hoped to have an active one in the near future.

To the Voters of the Town of Buxton: 


At your Annual Meeting March, 1941, a committee was 
appointed consisting of Joseph F. Sands, Dr. A. G. Wiley, 
Albert T. Elwell, Harold Nason, Lester Sands, Fred Davis, 
and the three selectmen to present the natural features and 
advantages of the Hollis Plains site for an airport to those 
who have authority to select locations for civil or army air 
bases. 

The town of Hollis appointed a committee also and iater 
a committee from Limington accepted an invitation to join 
in the movement. 

On March 21 these committees met in West Buxton and 
organized as follows: Cecil F. Clark, Chairman; Joseph 
Sands, Vice Chairman; P. A. Crockett, Treasurer; and Dan 
Hoegg, Secretary and promoter. 

At our first meeting the project was discussed at some 
length; Mr. Sanborn was present with Mr. Hoegg, and the 
two were delegated to represent the committee’s interests 
in Washington to any department or commission having au- 
thority to recommend or select locations for such purposes. 

Mar. 25-29 these two delegates visited Washington, New 
York and Boston and interviewed our congressmen, sena- 
tors and representatives of the army, navy and Civil Aero- 
nautics Commission, some of whom are acquaintances of 
Mr. Hoegg. | 

Upon their return home their findings were freely dis- 
cussed at a committee meeting; it was evident that Wash- 
ington authorities were interested; considerable informa- 
tion was requested, which was assembled by Mr. Hoegg 
and myself, with the assistance of other members of the 
committee, and sent to them. 

That information in regard to drainage, gravel and sub- 
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soil might be on hand for the engineers of the different 
commissions, it was decided to have test pits dug from 
which to take samples. Neil Dow, Civil Engineer of Saco, 
was engaged to direct a preliminary survey and on April 4, 
he, with two or three men to help, in company with Mr. 
Hoegg, Mr. Harold Smith and myself, began the survey. 

May 5, Mr. Hoegg and I met Senator Brewster in Port- 
land and were encouraged by his interest, appreciation of 
the advantages of the location and-willingness to aid in 
any way possible in the proposed development. 

May 19, Mr. William Cullinan, engineer for the Civil. 
Aeronautics Commission, met Mr. Hoegg, Mr. Dow and 
myself at West Buxton where we spent the entire afternoon. 

June 13 the committee had the privilege of listening to 
Mr. Ingalls, Chief Engineer of the New England Branch of 
the Civil Aeronautics Commission, at the weekly Rotary 
meeting in Portland; after which the committee with Mr 
Ingalls inspected the site quite thoroughly. 

June 26 a committee, representing these three towns, went 
to Augusta to talk over with the Governor certain phases of 
the project. 

As an evidence, it would seem, of the serious considera- 
tion being received, on August 13 the army sent a commit- 
tee composed of seven colonels and engineers to view the 
site. We met them in Portland and spent practically the 
entire day looking over the location and discussing the pro- 
ject. We feel sure that this committee was favorably im-. 
pressed from comments made; the only obstacle seemed to 
be the housing problem for commissioned officers. 

Hundreds of telegrams and letters have been sent out by 
Mr. Hoegg, myself and other members of the committee, 
setting forth the many advantages of the Hollis Plains site 
for an air base. We are certain that those who have the 
consideration of airport projects for the government are 
very conscious of the Hollis site; that it is a good location, 
affords a development of the largest type of airfield at a 
reasonable cost; situated near Portland and other defense 
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areas, above what is known as a fog belt, clear of moun- 
tains; has good drainage, excellent water and many other 
favorable features not found in most locations. 

In addition to these activities, there have been many con- 
ferences with influential people, Mr. Gannett, Chairman of 
the Maine Defense Commission, Senator White and others. 
Lengthy questionnaires have been filled out at the request 
of the different commissions and departments. This in- 
volved a tremendous amount of work owing to the fact that 
information was no sooner supplied one department than 
it became the function of another department to handle 
such matters and an attempt had to be made to convince 
that department of the advantages of the site. 

Mr. Hoegg has spared neither time nor effort; he has 
worked very hard on this project without any compensation. 

The towns of Buxton and Hollis procured funds amount- 
ing to $500 to defray the expenses of the delegates on the 
Washington trip and the obtaining of the information re- 
quired by the several commissions. To date these expenses 
amount to $443.90. 

Correspondence is still being carried on with the army, 
navy and high government officials; our arguments seem- 
ingly are carrying conviction now although the project 
is not yet assured.
